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HIGH LEVEL OF RETAIL SALES IN MAY 


HE RETURNS made by retailers reporting sales to the Board 

of 'T'rade show that May was a good month for retail sales,with 

the total value of sales of non-food goods nearly ten per cent. 
higher than in May of last year. As might have been expected the 
most outstanding results were in the household goods group, where 
the combined effect of price reductions due to tax changes and of the 
abnormal pre-Coronation demand for television sets produced an 
increase of nearly 20 per cent. in total sales, 

The results for clothing and footwear were less spectacular but, 
with an increase of about 5 per cent. compared with May of last 
year, total sales showed an improvement on the results for the first 
three months of the trading year, when they had been no higher than 
in the same period of 1952. 

Sales were also at a high level in most of the remaining non-food 
categories, particularly for department stores and multiple shops. 
It seems that pre-Coronation buying of gifts or souvenirs, and 
possibly tax reductions, have affected a wide range of goods in most 
of these categories. 

Food sales, which are reported only by large retailers, were, as 
in April, 8 per cent. higher than a year earlier, an increase which 
was probably due entirely to the higher level of prices. 

The figures reported to the Board of ‘Trade are for values of sales 
and in considering movements in sales it is useful to have in mind 
changes in retail prices. Between April and May the main changes 
in prices affecting the figures were the result of reductions of purchase 
tax rates in this year’s Budget ; the Ministry of Labour Interim 
Index of Retail Prices shows reductions of about 2} per cent. in 
prices of household durable goods and miscellaneous non-food goods, 
Compared with May 1952 prices of food were 8 per cent. up ; 


those of household durables were 43 per cent. lower and of clothing 
34 per cent. down. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 
Clothing and Footwear 


In comparing the retail trade figures of May this year with those 
of May 1952, it must be borne in mind that not only was most of 
the pre-Coronation shopping included in this year’s returns but 
also the pre-Whitsun sales, while last year the week before Whitsun 
fell within the period covered by the June statistics. ‘These factors 
might both have favourably influenced comparisons with the value 
of trade a year earlier. While trade in clothing and footwear seems 
to have benefited less from the month’s events than those of other 
types of non-food goods, total sales were about 5 per cent. higher 
than in May 1952, a result which is a substantial improvement on 
the results for the earlier months of the trading year. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear by large retailers were 8 per 
cent. higher than in May 1952 while those of independent retailers 
rose by 4 per cent. In the trading year to the end of May large 
retailers’ sales have been 5 per cent. higher than a year ago and those 
of independent traders have been 1 per cent. higher. ‘The returns 
from those large retailers who sub-divide their sales in this category 
show quite substantial increases in May for women’s underwear 
and hose and millinery, etc. Dress materials were the only sub- 
category to show a reduction compared with a year ago. Total 
stocks of women’s wear reported by large retailers were at almost 
the same level as at the end of May 1952. 

In men’s and boys’ wear the general picture of trade in May was

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much the same, though not quite so good as for women’s and children’s 


wear. Sales by large retailers were 7 per cent. higher than in May 
1952 and those of independent men’s wear shops 2 per cent. higher. 
Total sales by large retailers in the first four months of the trading 
year were 2 per cent. higher than in February—-May 1952, but total 
sales by the independent shops fell slightly. Those large retailers 
reporting stocks showed that, despite some increase over the low April 
level, stocks were still 16 per cent. lower than a year ago. 

Footwear sales by the independent traders were 3 per cent. higher 
than in May 1952, a result which compares favourably with the small 
reduction compared with last year in the first three months of the 
trading year. For large scale retailers May sales just failed to reach 
the 1952 level, but even for these traders the May results represent a 
slight improvement over the preceding three months, when sales were 
3 per cent. lower than in the same period of 1952. Footwear stocks 
reported by large retailers were 10 per cent. lower than at the end of 
May 1952. 


Household Goods 


The major part of the increased sales of household goods compared 
with May of last year was in sales of radio and electrical goods. 
Independent dealers’ sales were 72 per cent. higher and, although the 
sample of large scale retailers reporting separate figures is not large 
enough to calculate a reliable index for this category, the figures 
suggest that the large retailers experienced, if anything, an even 
larger increase compared with last year. May sales, like those in 
April, were undoubtedly still benefiting from purchases of household 
durable goods postponed until after the Budget, but the largest single 
factor contributing to the increase compared with 1952 must have 
been the demand for television sets before the Coronation. The 
number of television licences current increased during May by 
114,000, compared with an increase of only 31,000 during May 1952 
and the sales implied by these figures could account for a very large 
part of the increased sales of radio and electrical goods as a whole. 

Sales by independent hardware dealers were very little different 
from those in May 1952, but the large scale retailers showed an increase 
of 17 per cent. for this category—largely owing to the good results 
for department stores. 

Large scale retailers recorded sales of furniture and furnishings 
14 per cent. higher than a year earlier and independent retailers 12 per 
cent. higher. The large retailers who sub-divide their sales in this 
category recorded sales of furniture and bedding and of floor coverings 
considerably higher than in May 1952, but sales of furnishing fabrics 
and household textiles were again lower—as in the case of piece-goods 
sold as dress materials, sales of furnishing fabrics, etc. have been 
lower than a year earlier for several months. In the trading year to 
date sales of furniture and furnishings by large retailers were 5 per 
cent. and by independent retailers 9 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period of 1952. 

The value of stocks of furniture and furnishings held by large 
retailers was 6 per cent. lower than at the end of May 1952. Stocks 
of hardware, radio and electrical goods were 19 per cent. lower. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


As was to be expected, sales of other non-food goods were generally 
higher than in May 1952 and the varying experience of different 
types of retailer suggests that this was largely due to pre-Coronation 
spending on gifts, souvenirs, etc. This influence is seen, for example, 
in sales of chemists’ goods ; both independent chemists and co- 
operative societies showed only a small increase in sales compared with 
May of last year, whereas department stores and multiple shops, whose 
sales of ‘‘ chemists’ wares ’’ probably include a much higher proportion 
of fancy items, showed increases of 11 per cent. and 18 percent. The 
large scale retailers also recorded a much greater increase compared 
with 1952 in sales of books, stationery, etc.—another case in which the 
larger retailers might be expected to handle more of the type of goods 
in demand in this particular month ; the large retailers’ increase of 
19 per cent. compares with one of only 3 per cent. for independent 
traders in this category. 

In the remaining categories there was less disparity between the 
results for the various kinds of shop. The large scale retailers’ sales 
of jewellery, etc., leather and fancy goods rose by 13 per cent. and 
their sales in the sub-category of jewellery, etc., by 18 per cent. 
compared with May 1952—as against an increase of 13 per cent. in the 
trade of independent jewellers. Large retailers’ sales of sports goods, 
toys and cycles were 13 per cent. higher and the independent shops 
sales of toys, sports goods and leather goods rose by 7 per cent.

The value of stocks of chemists’ goods held by large retailers was 
5 per cent. more than at the end of May 1952. The value of stocks 
of jewellery, etc., leather and miscellaneous fancy goods in the hands 
of large retailers was 4 per cent. lower than at the end of May 1952. 
Stocks of books, stationery, etc. and of sports goods, toys and cycles 
were nearly 20 per cent. down. 


Food and Perishables 


As in April, the increase in May compared with a year earlier in 
the value of sales of food and perishables (which are reported by large 
retailers only) was 8 per cent. ; in total the volume of sales was 
probably much the same as in May last year, the increase being due 
entirely to higher prices. ‘There were, however, divergent movements 
among the different sub-sections ; the sub-section to experience the 
largest increase in the value of sales compared with last year—40 per 
cent.—-was fresh meat. Sales of groceries and provisions were again 
9 per cent. up while bakery sales continued to be lower. Fresh milk

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sales showed a smaller increase compared with last year than in recent 
months, probably because of the reduction in the price at the beginning 
of May this year—there was no seasonal reduction in price last year. 
Sweets and chocolate sales showed much the same increase compared 
with last year, 36 per cent., as in the previous month ; the figures 
from the rather small sample reporting these sales suggest that, 
following the buying spree in the first weeks after derationing, sales 
have now settled down at a level about a third higher than under 
rationing. Sales of wines, spirits, beer, etc. rose by 14 per cent., an 
exceptionally large increase for this category. 

Cumulative turnover of food and perishables in the trading year to 
date was 10 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period of 1952. 
Stocks, which are reported by a smaller sample of large retailers, 
were 3 per cent. higher in value than at the end of May 1952. 


Sales by Areas—Large Retailers 


The area figures tend to confirm the fact that the largest increases 
in sales in May were recorded by those retailers in a position to benefit

most from pre-Coronation spending ; it was the London area which 
showed the largest rise in sales of non-food merchandise. Sales in 
Central and West End London were 9 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier and in Suburban London they were 12 per cent. higher. For 
most of the other areas the increase was about 7 per cent., but in Wales 
and Monmouthshire sales rose only 3 per cent. 

In most areas sales of food and perishables rose by about 8 per cent., 
the average for the country as a whole ; the exception was the North 
West, where the smaller increase of 5 per cent. was recorded.

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their t~tal sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent ret: iers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952 and April 4, 
1953. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by May sales was the four weeks from 
May 3 to May 30. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the 
movements in business reported for Great Britain by the whole sample 
of large retailers may differ from the average of the movements in the 
areas even when due weight is given to the amount of business done 
in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. It follows that footwear sales have a greater influence in 
the area statistics than in those for Great Britain, and if, as is the case 
this month, footwear sales show a movement quite different from those 
of other goods, there may be some discrepancy between the Great 
Britain figure and the average of the area figures for sales of non-food 
merchandise and all merchandise. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in May by the large retailers 
were 57 per cent. of total sales by these firms. 

(ix) The revised index numbers for hardware, radio and electrical 
goods have been computed using weights estimated from the Census 
of Distribution results to combine the index numbers for hardware 
dealers and for radio and electrical dealers. In the series previously 
published sales of radio and electrical dealers were under weighted. 


Tinplate Prices Stabilized 


HE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made an Order 

affecting tinplate prices. As is said in the Explanatory Note to the 
Order, it increases the basis price for tinplate by 1s. 1d. per basis box 
and for tin coating extras by corresponding amounts. But, in 
consequence of the price reduction resulting from the operation of 
the ‘‘ Automatic Variation Adjustment” for tin, the maximum 
permitted selling prices for tinplate will not be changed. 

The purpose of the Order, which has been made with the agreement 
of the principal tinplate consumers, is to stabilize temporarily the 
maximum selling prices of tinplate pending a detailed examination 
of the price structure of the industry. 

The Order, The Iron and Steel Prices No. 3 Order 1953, S.I. 1953 
No. 1017 came into effect on July 1, and may be obtained from H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, or from 
any bookseller, price 2d., by post 34d. 


Assignment of Claims for Depreciation 
of Land Values 


A LEAFLET (Assignments 1) has been issued by the Central Land

Act, 1953, affecting assignments of claims for depreciation of land 
values under Section 58 of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947.

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Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Commission Bill 


HE Government have introduced into Parliament a Monopolies 

and Restrictive Practices Commission Bill, which received its 
first reading in the House of Commons on July 1. The purpose of 
this Bill is to strengthen the Monopolies Commission and enable 
them to deal at any one time with a greater number of references. To 
this end three principal changes are made. 

First, the Chairmanship of the Commission becomes a long-term 
pensionable appointment, and the Board of Trade is empowered to 
appoint up to two Deputy Chairmen—also on a long-term pensionable 
basis. The normal minimum age for retirement will be 65 ; retire- 
ment will be compulsory at age 72 and there is provision for removal 
on grounds of incapacity or misbehaviour. 

Secondly, the maximum membership of the Commission is increased 
from ten to twenty-five. 

Thirdly, the functions of the Commission will be exercisable by 
groups of not less than five members. In relation to any reference 
which has been remitted to it by the Chairman, a group will have all 
the powers and duties assigned to the Commission under the 
Monopolies Act and its report will be a “‘ report of the Commission ”’ 
for the purposes of that Act. No conclusion in a group report will, 
however, empower the Government to take remedial action under the 
principal Act unless it is the conclusion of at least two-thirds of the 
members of the group. 

The Bill relates only to the constitution and organization of the 
Commission ; it does not in any way modify the powers and duties of 
Departments under the Monopolies Act or the statutory conditions 
governing the making of references. 


Cotton Exports Market Team to 
Visit Kast Africa 


N EXPORT market team from the British cotton industry is to 

visit East African Colonial Territories. This team, selected by

The visit has been arranged in co-operation with the Cotton Board 
and the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. The team has been 
asked to investigate the potential future demand for British cotton 
textiles in the markets to be visited and to recommend what action 
should be taken in regard to production or marketing to develop 
exports to the highest possible level, taking into account all relevant 
trading conditions. 


Sterling Area Gold and Dollar 


Position 


URING June the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar surplus of 
$46 million. The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, stood at 
$2,367 million at June 30. 
The above surplus arose after taking account of :— 
(a) receipts from the United States during the month of $28 
million as Defence Aid ; and 
(b) receipt from the European Payments Union of $10 million, 
representing that part of the May surplus of $7:2 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result for June 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in June with the European Payments Union of £1°5 million, 
which will fall to be settled in July (if no country uses existing resources 
of sterling) as to £0°8 million in gold or dollars and as to £0-8 million 
by reduction of debt to the Union.

Continued Rise in Tourist Traffic 
to United Kingdom 


HE twenty-fifth annual report of the British Travel and Holidays 

Association for the year ended March 1953 states that the total 
value of United Kingdom tourist traffic for 1952 was seven per cent. 
higher than in the Festival year of 1951. 

North American traffic exceeded expectations and a 20 per cent. 
increase in United States dollar earnings was achieved, which com- 
pares with an increase of only five per cent. in the value of Britain’s 
total physical exports to that country. 


Overseas visitors to this country in 1952 numbered 733,000, com- 
pared with 712,000 in 1951. The two most striking features of the 
year’s statistics were a rise of 36,000, or about 28 per cent., in the 
number of United States visitors, the greatest increase of any post- 
war year ; and a fall of about five per cent. in visitors from Europe. 

Commonwealth traffic was at a slightly higher level than in 1951 and 
there was a small decrease in the number of visitors from the rest of 
the world. 


“*The fact that 1952 had no major event to compare with the Festival 
of 1951 makes these results particularly gratifying and is an indication 
of the buoyancy of present day travel,” says the report. 


‘Total tourist receipts increased from £107 million in 1951 to £114°5 
million, including £34-5 million in fare payments to British carriers 
compared with £32 million in 1951. The gain in United States 
traffic was reflected in a rise in total United States dollar receipts from 
£26°35 million in 1951 to £31-55 million in 1952. 


A section of the report dealing with home holidaymaking states that 
there was an increase in the volume of traffic, although most visitors 
had less money to spend. 


The Association reports that considerable progress has been made in 
the expansion and improvement of the country’s tourist facilities and 
it welcomes the many increasing signs of Britain’s growing “‘tourist- 
consciousness.” 

“Our growing tourist traffic has, at the same time, had a most 
encouraging and stimulating effect on all sections of the industry, a 
fact which should be appreciated and recognised by the industry 
itself,” states the report. 


This implied criticism of the industry is openly expressed in the 
introduction to the report, which says: ‘Though the transport 
companies have won commendable success in increasing passenger 
traffic to Britain, it must regretfully be pointed out that other sections 
of the tourist industry have shown a marked lack of enthusiasm and 
energy in supporting the ‘Come to Britain’ movement. 


oor 


I'he Association feels that too many organisations and far too 
many holiday resorts have been, and are, content to leave to the 
Association the whole burden of promoting Britain’s tourist industry, 
and take it for granted that the Government will unquestioningly 
finance the movement to any extent required.” 


This point is underlined in the conclusion to the report, which 
reproduces a letter addressed to the Association’s Chairman, Sir 
Alexander H. Maxwell, by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Peter Thorneycroft. ‘lhe President says he has been struck by the 
relatively small financial contribution to the general work of the 
Association made by the tourist trade. 


“The Government recognises the contribution that overseas 
visitors can make towards solving our balance of payments difficulties, 
but that must not be allowed to obscure the principle that the parties 
primarily interested in the expansion of the tourist industry should 
take their fair share of the cost of tourist promotion,” says Mr. 
Thorneycroft. 

Dealing with the industry’s future prospects, the report considers 
that, in spite of what has already been achieved, only the fringe of 
what it is possible to do has been reached. 

It is argued that the United States travel market is capable of 
providing Europe with half-a-million visitors annually, whereas in 
1952, the best year since the war, only 33,000 crossed the Atlantic, 
20,000 fewer than in the peak pre-war year of 1929. 
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Suspension of Imports of 
Tomatoes 


ON January 27 the Ministry of Food announced arrangements for 
the import of certain fresh vegetables during 1953. (See Board 
of Trade Journal on January 31, page 197.) 


The Notice stated that both the periods of suspension of the Open 
General Licence and the permitted quotas would be subject to review 
in the light of supplies available from home production. 


As there are now plentiful supplies of home grown tomatoes the 
Board of Trade, in agreement with the Ministry of Food, announce 
that from midnight of July 7, 1953, imports of tomatoes under open 
individual licence have been suspended. 

Any consignment of tomatoes which is shown to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to have been despatched 
to the United Kingdom on or before July 7 will however be admitted. 


Import of Onions (Dry Bulb) 


i NOTICE to Importers No. 540, the Board of Trade announced 

that the import of onions (dry bulb) under Open General Licence 
would be suspended during the period August 1 to November 30, 
1953. 

The Ministry of Food announced on January 27, 1953, that during 
the period August 1 to 15, 1953, imports of 10,000 tons of onions (dry 
bulb) would be permitted. 

The Board of 'Trade now announce, in Notice to Importers No. 572, 
the arrangements for importing this quantity from countries other 
than the following :-— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, ‘Tangier, United States of America, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela. 
Applications for specific licences on Form I.L.B./A. (Revised) 
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should be submitted to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, to reach the Board not later than 


July 18. Page 1 of the form should be completed but on page 2 the 
quantity in tons should be entered against 4 (a) instead of the value 
and the other particulars on the page need not be given. On page 3 
and subsequent pages the applicant should fill in only the name and 
full postal address, the applicant’s reference number and the descrip- 
tion of goods. Neither quantity nor value should be entered on 
those pages. 


It will not be necessary for importers who have already submitted 
certified statements of their imports during the eight months July— 
February, inclusive, for each of the years 1949/50, 1950/51 and 1951/52 
to submit new statements. 


In no circumstances will the period of validity of these licences be 
extended beyond August 15. 


These arrangements do not apply to the import of pickling onions 
for manufacture, for which separate applications should be sent to 
the Board of Trade, through the Ministry of Food, Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Division, York Terrace, London, N.W.1. 


Imports of Agar-Agar 


THE Board of Trade in Notice to Importers No. 573 invite applica-

Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY JULY 1 


Monopolies Commission 


Asked to make a statement on the Report of the Monopolies Com- 
mission on the supply and export of semi-manufactures of copper and 
copper-based alloys, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, said the reference to the Commission limited their 
investigation and report to the facts about supply in the United 
Kingdom and exports. He had now decided to ask the Commission 
to extend their investigation to the bearing of the facts on the public 
interest. He would lay the completed report before Parliament in 
due course in accordance with Section 9 of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948. 


FRIDAY JULY 3 


Imports of Raw Cotton 

The President was asked to state for the calendar years 1938, 1951 
and 1952, respectively, the quantities of raw cotton imported into the 
United Kingdom from Commonwealth countries and from all 
countries, and the percentage which imports from the Commonwealth 
bear to total imports. 

The President gave the answer as follows :—

MONDAY JULY 6 


U.S. Import Duties on Textiles 


The President stated that import duties were charged on almost 
all types of textiles imported into the United States and the Defence 
Appropriation Act prohibited the procurement for military use of 
textiles made from foreign wool and cotton and of clothing not 
produced in the United States. He did not know of any other 
impediment that applied specifically to imported textiles. 

The value of United Kingdom exports of textiles and apparel to 
the United States in the 12 months ended May 31, 1953, was :—

Controls on Import of Plywood 


Asked when he anticipated removing the remaining controls on the 
import of plywood, the Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, 
replied that imports of plywood were at present controlled by linking 
the issue of import licences to purchases from the Ministry’s stocks. 
He explained the reasons for this in his reply on June 29. The 
duration of this scheme would depend upon the rate of disposal of 





stocks. ‘There was also restriction on the import of dollar plywood. 
When it would be possible to remove all control over plywood imports 
would depend on our balance of payments situation. 


Licensing of Softwood 


Sir Arthur Salter was asked when the report of the Committee on 
Consumption Licensing of Softwood would be completed. 

He replied that he hoped to be able to give next week the result of 
the fresh assessment, upon which officials had been working with the 
assistance of the Timber Development Association, of the possible 
increase in softwood consumption which might result if the softwood 
licensing system were abolished. 


TUESDAY JULY 7 


Import of Dehydrated Vegetables 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said that 
dehydrated vegetables imported from the sterling area, from Western 
Europe and certain other foreign countries were covered by an Open 
General Licence and it was not proposed to restrict the quantities 
which might be imported from those countries. ‘The producers of 
dehydrated vegetables had been advised that if they wished to make 
an application for an increase in the present rate of duty, the Board of 
Trade would examine it. 


Anglo-Spanish Trade Discussions 


Asked whether he would now make a further statement on the trade 
discussions with the Spanish delegation, Mr. Mackeson replied that 
both delegations were at present reporting to their Governments, and 
he regretted that he was not in a position at this stage to make a 
statement. 


Imports of Tobacco Pipes 


Imports of tobacco pipes during January-May 1953 amounted to 
8,440 gross of which 661 gross were sent from Malta and 83 gross 
from other Commonwealth countries, it was stated. 


Export Subsidies by Foreign Governments 


Asked to what extent he had information that United Kingdom 
exports, especially to South America, were being handicapped by 
subsidized exports from foreign countries, Mr. Mackeson replied that 
certain foreign Governments had special incentives for their exporters 
which in our view acted as export subsidies. ‘These schemes were 
one of several factors contributing to the increased competition which 
our exporters were meeting in South American as in other markets, 
but their effect could not be measured in isolation. 


Allocation of Licences to Import Bananas 


The President was asked whether he was aware of the dissatisfaction 
felt by the London Fruit and Vegetables Trades Federation Limited 
over the basis of the allocation of banana import licences ; and if, in 
view of this dissatisfaction and the representations made to his 
department by the Federation, he would give further consideration to 
the matter. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that as he promised on May 5, sympathetic 
consideration had been given to cases of substantial hardship which 
might have arisen from the method of allocating import licences for 
bananas. The London Fruit and Vegetable Trades Federation had 
been informed of the action taken in the cases which they put forward, 
and they had now expressed themselves satisfied. 


Imports of Tobacco 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that the import of dollar tobacco was severely restricted 
on account of our balance of payments. This was a strong inducement 
to manufacturers to increase their use of tobacco from Commonwealth 
countries in the sterling area. United Kingdom manufacturers 
had bought increasing quantities of tobacco from the sterling area and 
the President of the board of Trade expected this trend to continue, 


Hire Purchase on Television and Radio Sets 


Asked whether, in view of the falling-off in the demand for television 
and radio sets, he would now consider excluding these items from the 
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Hire Purchase and Credit Sales Agreements (Control) Order, 1952, 
or, alternatively, repeal the Order entirely, Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ No, 
Sir.” 


Merchandise Marks 


The President was asked to what extent he had consulted with 
Commonwealth and foreign Governments on the subject of 
merchandise marks since he took office ; and whether he would now 
initiate such discussions for the purpose of preventing the circulation 
of counterfeit goods. 

Mr. Strauss replied that two international agreements governing 
this matter were already in force and the need had been not for 
general discussion but for taking up individual cases of complaint. 
Since 1952 the Board of Trade had taken up about 330 such cases in 
50 different countries. 


Fibre Content of Wool Cloths 


Asked whether he was now in a position to make a statement 
concerning those standards agreed by the British Standards Institution 
for standard description of fibre content of wool cloths, Mr. Strauss 
replied that he understood that a large measure of agreement had now 
been reached and that the British Standards Institution expected soon 
to make an announcement. 


President of B.O.T. to Visit Scotland 


Questioned about a visit by the President of the Board of Trade to 
Scotland in August, Mr. Strauss said that the President would spend 
a day in Angus and Fife and a day in Edinburgh at the end of 
his visit, and would meet the Dundee Chamber of Commerce and the 
Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures. He would 
also, earlier in his visit, meet members of the Executive Committee 
of the Scottish Council and of the Scottish Board for Industry for 
discussions on the general question of Scottish industrial development. 


New Factories at Peterlee 


Two applications for Government-financed factories in Peterlee 
were at present under consideration, it was stated. 


Exports of Nylon Stockings 


The President was asked if he would state the reason for the reduc- 
tion in our exports of fully fashioned nylon stockings from £2.757,557 
for the first five months of 1951 to £1,760,688 during a similar period 
this year. 

Mr. Strauss replied that the chief reasons were the change from a 
sellers’ market to a highly competitive buyers’ market and import 
restrictions imposed in the countries of some of our best customers. 

The figures quoted by the questioner excluded goods sent by parcel 
post. ‘The total figures for the first five months of this year, though 
lower than the corresponding figures for 1951, were 35 per cent. 
higher than last year. 


Tariff Concessions and Domestic Producers 


Mr. Mackeson stated that the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade already provided that all contracting parties—ourselves as well 
as the United States—might, subject to certain conditions, withdraw 
or modify negotiated tariff concessions in the event of serious injury 
to domestic producers.

production per working day (on the basis of 19 working days in May, 
compared with 20 in April), and not with the figures as shown in the 
tables. 

The increase in wool consumption was confined to the combing 
section. There was a reduction in the quantity of wool consumed 
in woollen spinning and felting, although consumption of other fibres 
showed a slight increase. 

Production of tops rose by some 4 per cent. and deliveries of 
worsted yarn by 1 per cent., entirely accounted for by hosiery and 
handknitting yarn. Deliveries of woven woollen fabrics increased 
by 5 per cent., but this was partly offset by a fall of 2 per cent. in 
deliveries of worsted fabrics. Deliveries of blankets continued to fall ; 
some part of this fall may be due to seasonal factors.

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Lower Sales In May 


. HOME SALES of the wholesale textile houses in May 
were lower by about 5 per cent. than in April and only a little 

higher than in May 1952; the fall compared with April was 
slightly greater than the expected seasonal movement whether based 
on pre-war or on post-war experience. ‘Total sales (including goods 
for export) in each of the three sections for which index numbers are 
calculated were higher than a year earlier but, while sales of women’s, 
girls’ and infants’ wear were lower than in April, sales of men’s 
and boys’ wear were unchanged and those of piece-goods showed a 
quite substantial increase compared with April. ‘Total sales in the 
first five months of the year were 5} per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period of 1952. 

Total stocks rose slightly during the month—the level of stocks 
has shown only very small changes in the last few months. They 
were still 23 per cent. lower than at the end of May 1952, but in each 
of the first three months of this year they had been more than 30 per 


cent. lower than a year ago. Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear and 
dress materials continued to show a much greater fall compared with 
a year ago than stocks of women’s wear, since stocks of women’s wear 
did not reach such abnormally high levels last year. 


Sales of women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear were 4 per cent. higher 
than in May 1952. Among the sub-sections the largest increases 
were for knitted goods and there were reductions in sales of women’s 
coats, costumes, raincoats, etc., of underwear other than knitted, and 
of millinery, etc. Cumulative sales in this section as a whole were 
10 per cent. higher than in January-May 1952. Sales of men’s and 
boys’ wear in total were 2 per cent. up, but ready-made clothing sales 
were fractionally down compared with a year earlier. Cumulative 
sales up to May of men’s and boys’ wear were 9 per cent. higher than 
last year.

Distribution of Primary Nickel 


THE Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt Committee of the International 
Materials Conference to-day announced acceptance by member 
governments of a third quarter 1953 plan of distribution for primary 
nickel and oxides. ‘The recommended plan has been forwarded to 
all interested governments for implementation. 


In this plan, as in all those which have been recommended by the 
Committee since the third quarter of 1952, provision has been made 
whereby any nickel allocated to countries participating in the distribu- 
tion, but not used by them, will become available for purchase by 
consumers in the United States and in other countries. 


Although the amount of nickel available for distribution in the third 
quarter is lower than in the second quarter, it has been possible to 
maintain the allocations of most countries at or near their second 
quarter level. 

New Caledonian Fonte (nickel cast iron), the production of which 
has increased considerably, has been excluded from the third quarter 
allocation.

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Scientific Research in U.S.A. 


“Science in U.S.A.”, the British Commonwealth Scientific Office 
Review for 1952, is published by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. 6d. (65 cents United States), 


by post 2s. 74d. ‘The British Commonwealth Scientific Office in 
Washington is maintained to facilitate the exchange of scientific and 
technical information between the United States Government and the 
British Commonwealth. ‘The Office includes scientific missions from 
the United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, each mission being independent and responsible only to its 
parent government, ‘The missions co-operate whenever necessary for 
the purposes of liaison and they share office premises and common 
services. 

‘The B.C.S.O. prepares an annual review of scientific activity in the 
United States, but the present one is the first to be published. It has 
been produced jointly by the five scientific missions concerned. 
Subjects dealt with include The Growth of Research in the United 
States, Research in Universities, Industrial Research, The Co- 
ordination of Research, Conservation of Materials, Atomic Energy 
and Nuclear Physics, and Fuel and Power Resources. 


Instrumentation and Control 


A recent O.E.E.C. team which studied the part played by process 
instrumentation in the United States reported back that 
** Means should be devised for disseminating information among 
those who control policy in industry. ‘The problem is to find 
a means of converting management to the habit of mind which 
demands efficient instrumentation.” 

To illustrate the achievements and potentialities of instrumentation 
and control, the British Industrial Measuring and Control Apparatus 
Manufacturers’ Association (B.I.M.C.A.M.) has issued its first Hand- 
book from its offices at 21 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1. The handbook 
outlines the growth of this important branch of industry, particularly 
the stimulus given to it by World War II. The handbook is 
effectively illustrated by examples of instruments devised for checking 
production and processes, and includes a list of products and names 
of manufacturers. 


Oil Refining in Europe 


The Third Report on Co-ordination of Oil Refinery Expansion in 
the O.E.E.C. countries has been issued by O.E.E.C. and is available 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, price 10s. 
(by post, 10s. 5d.). The countries dealt with in the report are 
Austria, the Benelux countries, Denmark, France, Germany, Greece, 
Iceland, Ireland, Italy, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Turkey and the United Kingdom. In a chapter on the trends of 
consumption the report states that the internal consumption of 
Europe before the war was a little over 26 million tons a year. In 1952 
the total consumption of oil products was 69-4 million tons. In the 
United Kingdom alone internal consumption of petroleum products 
had risen by 1947 to 44 per cent. above its pre-war level. In its 
conclusions the report suggests that the expansion of refining has been 
greatly accelerated by a combination of causes. ‘The most important 
have been a tendency to locate refineries at the point of consumption 
in Europe instead of at the sources of crude oil, the very rapid upward 
trend in consumption since the war, and the closure of the Abadan 
refinery. The report estimates that by 1954 Europe will have an 
annual capacity of 94 million tons throughput, as against the maximum 
of 75 million tons by the middle of 1953 envisaged in the Second 
Report. 


Coke Burning Appliances 


The fourth edition of the ‘‘ Coke Burning Appliances Handbook ”’ 
has been issued by the Gas Council, Coke Department, 1 Grosvenor 
Place, London, $.W.1, from whom copies are obtainable. 

Its object is to illustrate coke burning appliances which will be of 
real value not only to the staffs of Area Gas Boards but also to the 
wider sphere of local authorities, architects, builders, coke distributors 
and, indeed, to everyone concerned with the planning of fuel services 
and the choice of fuels and appliances. 

The book emphasizes the importance of the efficient use of coke ; 
annual sales of all types for domestic use amount to 5,000,000 tons, 
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increasing each year. Sections include those devoted to efficiency 
and selection of open fires and heating stoves, coke technical data, 
list of approved appliances, open fires, heating stoves, small domestic 
boilers, large domestic and central heating boilers, and free-standing 
cookers. 


The Ambassador

magazine’s high quality presentation of textiles and fashions.  Illus- 
trated features—some in colour—include Nylon Report, A Peep at

British Footwear 


The opportunity for the British shoe industry to achieve an even 
greater place in world trade than it holds at present is emphasized in 
“* Leadership of British Footwear,” published by Footwear (National 
Trade Press Ltd., Drury House, Russell Street, Drury Lane, W.C.2) 
for overseas circulation. Under the heading of ‘‘ A Challenge to all 
Designers,””’ Edward Rayne, who designed the shoes worn by the 
Queen at her Coronation, describes the beginning of the Second 
Elizabethan Age as a challenge which no fashion industry in Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth will wish to ignore. ‘‘ Our country 
enjoys the second biggest shoe industry in the world,” says the writer, 
** and the largest exporting one, and although it would be an exaggera- 
tion to say that Great Britain in the past has led the world in the field 
of women’s shoe fashion design, the time has come when every effort 
should be made in this direction.” 

The eighteen articles include features on ‘‘ Colour is the Keynote 
in Women’s Footwear,” ‘‘ The Widening Field of Ballerinas,” 
** New Booties,” “ Leather is Fashion’s Choice,” “‘'The Growing 
Importance of the Young Market,” ‘‘ New Footwear for the Sports- 
woman,” and ‘“ Review of New Shoemaking Machinery and 
Materials.”” The illustrations are exceedingly good, particularly 
the colour offerings of well-known footwear makers which present the 
best in this well-known British craft. 


Design 


The July number of Design (published for the Council of Industrial 
Design by H.M, Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, price 2s.) includes an illustrated feature on the effect of the 
buyers’ market on design in the carpet trade and the experiences of a 
leading firm in selling to about 50 markets overseas, each with special 
requirements. ‘‘ German Enterprise in Wallpaper Design,” ‘“‘ Design 
for Sight,” and ‘‘ Misleading Design in Schools,” are subjects dealt 
with in other interesting articles. 


Fire Research 


“Fire Research 1952” is published by H.M. Stationery Office 
for the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research and the 
Fire Office Committee, price 3s., by post 3s. 1fd. The publication 
includes the Report of the Fire Research Board and the Report of the 
Director of Fire Research for the year. ‘The Director’s report is in 
two parts, the first being a report for 1952, and the second a survey 
of the first six years work of the Joint Fire Research Organization 
which began in 1947 at the Fire Testing Station which was built by 
the Fire Offices’ Committee in 1935 and became part of the new Fire 
Research Station. 

It is estimated in the report that at least two out of three fires which 
break out in buildings are due to carelessness and could be avoided. 
More than 42,000 fires take place in buildings each year and during 
a four-year period (1946-50) one in every four was caused by fires or 
radiators. 

During the five years up to 1951 which are covered by the statistics 
the same causes head the list. They are fires in grates setting light to 
materials, smoking materials, electric wires and cables, and children 
playing with matches, the cause of more than 2,000 indoor fires in 
1951 (as well as causing over 5,000 outdoor fires).

How British Chamber of 


Commerce in Switzerland 


Helps United Kingdom Exports 


N THE INITIATIVE of H.M. Embassy and with the cordial 

support of the Swiss Federal, Cantonal and Municipal authorities, 

a British Festival took place in Zurich from June 19 to June 28. 
It comprised a series of performances of Shakespeare’s plays by four 
companies, including the Bristol Old Vic ; an Exhibition of Design in 
Britain organized by the British Council ; a symphony concert with 
an English soloist and a chamber music concert of English music. 
British feature films were shown in twelve Zurich cinemas. 
t Some 100 Zurich retailers in the principal shopping streets dressed 
their windows specially for the occasion. ‘Two London buses were 
in regular service throughout the period between the main railway 
station and the Exhibition Hall. The Band of the First King’s 
Dragoon Guards marched through the streets and gave concerts. 
Poster and photograph displays were arranged and lectures were 
given. A rally was organized for owners of British cars. Reduced 
rate return fares were made available on the railways. 

The Festival provided a setting for the ‘“‘ Made in England” 
Exhibition of British Goods, the largest exhibition of goods from a 
foreign country ever to be held in Switzerland. ‘The Exhibition was 
organized and carried through by the British Chamber of Commerce 
for Switzerland Inc. More than 37,700 visitors paid for admission 
and the courage of the organizers was rewarded with a handsome 
profit. The total of new orders booked is not yet known but amounted 
certainly to several million Swiss francs—one engineering firm alone 
claimed exceptional business. Orders were booked from other 
countries, including Japan and the United Kingdom itself. In 
addition, exhibitors reported with satisfaction that the range of their 
contacts had been appreciably widened and were confident that future 
business would result. 

This satisfactory outcome was attained as a result of much hard 
work over a period of nine months by the President of the Chamber, 
Mr. G. H. T. Johnson, the assistant secretary seconded to this task, 
Mr. G. N. Pilgrim and the fifteen members of the Organizing Com- 
mittee. ‘Two of these were members of H.M. Foreign Service, the 
remainder all members of the Council of the Chamber, i.e., resident 
British businessmen who took the work on in their spare time. 


British Firms’ Response 


In the light of initial inquiries made by H.M. Embassy in June, the 
Committee started work in August 1952 by sending out a circular to 
all known representatives of United Kingdom firms in the country, 
some 850 in number, asking how many square metres of bare floor 
space they would be prepared to rent at a price which was calculated 
to cover three-quarters of the estimated cost of holding the Exhibition 


if all space were let. When firm requests, not yet however covered 
by contract, reached the equivalent of 70 per cent. of the 2,000 square 
metres of floor space available, the Committee took the plunge and 
booked 2,000 square metres in the Kongresshaus Exhibition Building. 
Some 200 square metres were booked additionally at a later stage 
and more could have been sold had it been available. No motor 
vehicles could be exhibited on account of the international trade 
agreement banning such exhibits in countries where, as in Switzerland, 
an annual international show (Geneva) takes place. 

The Committee rightly decided that they would need professional 
help in organizing the Exhibition. They, therefore, engaged the 
services of an exhibition architect and of an advertising consultant 
and were able to secure the help in an advisory capacity of the Director 
of the Birmingham Section of the British Industries Fair, Mr. H. O. 
Missenden. ‘The architect, in conjunction with three decorators, 
submitted a general design for the Exhibition, and, when this had 
been approved, proceeded, with the help of a sub-committee, to 
allocate the space available and to make arrangements for the individual 
stands. Exhibitors were free to engage their own decorators but the 
design of each stand had to conform to the general design of the 
Exhibition, a requirement which contributed much to the effect which 
the Exhibition as a whole produced. A quarter of the total budget 


was assigned to publicity and this sum was spent in accordance with 
a detailed plan drawn up and submitted by the advertising consultant, 
a plan which included newspaper advertisements, posters, showcards, 
descriptive folders, envelope stamps and cinema diapositives. All 
this advertising was tied together by the use of an emblem—a stylized 
unicorn’s head—which was also used in advertising all other events 
in the Festival. Editorial support was encouraged by the holding of 
three press conferences, three months and one month before and on 
the day of opening of the Exhibition. 

The Exhibition opened to the press and the public on June 19 and 
was formally inaugurated on the following day by Mr. Duncan Sandys, 
Minister of Supply in H.M. Government, and by a member of the 
Swiss Federal Council, Dr. Max Weber, head of the Federal Finance 
Department. 

The Exhibition comprised 130 stands, some serving to make known 
the services of shipping lines, forwarding agents and insurance 
companies, but the majority to display the goods of 305 United 
Kingdom manufacturers, the books of 36 publishers and a wide 
selection of trade, technical and scientific periodicals. The exhibits 
were divided roughly into 17 groups: transport and services ; glass 
and china ; toys ; heavy machinery and machine tools ; instruments 
and apparatus ; office machinery and equipment; chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals and cosmetics ; electrical equipment, radio and 
television ; musical instruments ; aviation engines ; bicycles and 
motor bicycles ; motor vehicle accessories and parts ; wall and floor 
coverings ; textiles ; food, drink and tobacco ; books and periodicals. 
All the goods shown were of United Kingdom manufacture. All 
were on sale in or available for sale to Switzerland. No retail sales 
were allowed but the booking of orders was, of course, not merely 
permitted but encouraged ; buyers’ cards were made available to 
exhibitors for advance distribution. 

The success of the Exhibition was due primarily to :— 


Its incorporation in the wider setting of the British Festival 
which served to arouse intense general interest in the United 
Kingdom and to disarm protectionist criticism ; 

The employment of a first-class architect to whom wide powers 
and full support were given by the Chamber ; 

A carefully planned and liberally financed press and publicity 
campaign ; 

The closest co-operation between officials, both Swiss and 
British, and the members of the Council ; 

And, above all, to the sustained effort made by each member of 
the Committee over a period of nearly a year. 


There would seem to be no reason why other Chambers of Com- 
merce should not embark on a similar venture. The British Chamber 
of Commerce for Switzerland Inc., 21 St. Jakobsstrasse, Basle, and 
the Commercial Department of H.M. Embassy, 83 Willadingweg, 
Berne, will be glad to answer inquiries.

International Convention for Protection of

France and Persia 


HE French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’Industrie of 

June 25 published the text of a new trade agreement between 
France and Persia, signed on June 16, and operative until March 20, 
1954. 

French exports to Persia under the agreement will include dyestuffs, 
tyres and inner tubes, pharmaceutical products, textiles, iron and steel 
products, agricultural machinery and tractors, industrial machinery 
and motor vehicles. 

Persian exports to France will consist mainly of raw cotton, gums, 
oil seeds, timber, dried fruits, lamb skins, raw silk, fish products 
including caviar, and carpets.

France and Poland

Finland and Eastern Germany 


HE® MAJESTY ’S representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

supplementary protocol to the agreement of December 16, 1952, 
between Finland and the Eastern Zone of Germany was signed in 
Berlin on May 22. This protocol provides for additional East 
German exports to Finland to the value of $2 million (£714,000) 
and Finnish exports to East Germany to the value of $1 million 
(£357,000). ‘The difference of $1 million will be made up by tri- 
angular deliveries. 

East German exports to Finland will include fertilizers, vehicles, 
metal products, pharmaceuticals, chemicals, sugar, precision 
mechanical and optical goods and miscellaneous goods. Finnish 
exports to East Germany will include cellulose, paper products and 
pulp wood.

that a Trade Agreement and a Global Compensation Agreement 
between Italy and El Salvador were signed in San Salvador on 
March 30, 1953, and came into force provisionally by an exchange of 
notes of the same date. 

The Trade Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treatment, 
subject to certain limitations as regards customs duties and other 
matters concerning trade. The agreement is to run for three years 
from the date of the exchange of ratifications and may thereafter be 
tacitly renewed from year to year subject to three months’ notice of 
denunciation. 

The Global Compensation Agreement provides for an exchange of 
goods amounting to at least 2 million United States dollars either way. 
El Salvador will export to Italy, amongst other things, coffee 
beans, cotton, oil seeds and derivative products, vegetable fibres and 
balsam. Italian exports to El Salvador will include foodstuffs, fruit, 
wines and liqueurs, textiles, machinery, cars, chemicals, electrical 
goods and scientific and precision instruments. ‘The agreement is 
valid for one year from the date of exchange of the ratifications and 
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may thereafter be tacitly renewed from year to year subject to three 
months’ notice of denunciation.

Belgium and Egypt 


A PAYMENTS Agreement between Belgium and Egypt was signed 
in Cairo on May 28. 


Payments will be made through accounts in Belgian francs to be 
known as ‘‘ Egyptian B Accounts” held by the National Bank of 
Egypt and authorized Egyptian Banks with Belgian Banks and 
through accounts in Egyptian pounds to be known as “ Belgian 
Accounts ”’ opened in Egypt by the Belgian Banks. Payments by 
Egypt for Belgian goods will be made as to 40 per cent. in Belgian 
francs and 60 per cent. in Egyptian pounds. Belgium will pay for 
Egyptian goods in either or both of the two currencies in any 
proportions. 


The Agreement is valid for one year from the date of signature 
unless one month’s notice of termination is given and the period of 
validity may be extended by mutual consent.

Syrian Compulsory Trade Marks 


HE Board of Trade have received a translation of a Syrian Decree 
under which the laws providing for the compulsory use of trade 
marks (announced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 28, 1953, 
page 647) are made applicable to certain chemical products.

All Brazilian Imports at Official 
Rate 


N INSTRUCTION of the Brazilian Superintendency of Currency 

and Credit published on July 2 lays down that in future all imports 
into Brazil will be paid for at the official rate of exchange. 

Instruction No, 49 of February 25 which provided for certain 
imports to be paid for at the official rate and by implication any others 
at the free rate and which expired on June 30 is not being renewed. 
(A summary of this Instruction appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on March 21, page 593.) 


Brazilian Importers Advised to Deposit 
Cruzeiros before End of July 


THE Brazilian Superintendency of Money and Credit has recently 
issued Instruction No. 60 which reads as follows :— 


All authorized persons (pessoas juridicas) who have imported 
and who have registered their exchange applications with the 
Fiscalization Department of the Bank of Brazil, but who have 
not effected the equivalent deposit in cruzeiros, are invited to 
make such deposits up to July 31, 1953, and these will be at the 
disposal of the Superintendency of Currency and Credit. 

** Only authorized persons who effect the deposits referred to 
above will be entitled to transfer the amounts registered, the 
chronological order of registration being observed.” 


It is understood that importers who do not comply with this 
Instruction will lose their right to the provision of remittance facilities 
at the official rate. 


Package Tax in Barbados 


THE Package Tax Act, 1941, imposed a tax of 6d. per package 
on every package of goods imported into Barbados, with certain 
exceptions. 

A list of the goods on which this tax is imposed was published in 
the Board of Trade Journal on June 5, 1941, pages 267-8, under the 
heading “‘ Barbados—Customs Tariff Modifications: Surcharge on 
Customs Duties: Package Tax.”

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Bolivian Import and Exchange 
Control 


HE BOLIVIAN GOVERNMENT have recently enacted a series 

of decrees to effect a devaluation of the Boliviano, the parity of 
which is now fixed at 190 to the United States dollar, and to regulate, 
inter alia, the free and official exchange markets and the issue of import 
and export licences. 


Two foreign exchange markets are recognized, the free and the 
official. In the official market the Central Bank has the monopoly 
of purchasing and selling, and all transactions are to take place at a 
rate fixed by the Central Bank. In the free market the rate is fixed 
by supply and demand. ‘The Central Bank may authorize any other 
bank in the country to act as its agent in the official exchange market. 


The entire foreign exchange proceeds of the country’s exports and 
re-exports must be sold to the Central Bank (or to any other bank in 
the country authorized to act as its agent) at the official rate of 
exchange, and the Central Bank is the sole authority for issuing 
export permits. 


All imports require a prior permit obtainable from the Central 
Bank and the issue of a permit carries the right to acquire foreign 
exchange at the official rate from the Central Bank. An exception 
to this general import control is made in the case of capital imports 
which are not intended for sale within the country during the next two 
years, and samples to a value of less than United States $25 or the 
equivalent in other currencies. Payment of remittances, interest, 
dividends of an unofficial nature, may, with certain limitations, be 
paid for through the free market, but payment for imports through the 
free market is prohibited. 


The various rates of exchange hitherto in operation and including 
** divisas proprias ” (privately owned foreign exchange) are eliminated.

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Relaxation of Australian Import 


Restrictions 


LEGRAPHIC INFORMATION has been received from the 

United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra of the 

details of the import relaxations, announced by the Australian Acting 
Prime Minister on July 3, 1953. 

Details of Australian import licensing arrangements were published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on March 22, 1952, pages 617-622, as 
subsequently amended. It is now announced that, with effect from 
July 1, 1953, importers’ quotas under category A will be raised to 
80 per cent., and under category B to 40 per cent., of imports during 
the base year, July 1, 1950, to June 30, 1951. 

In his statement the Acting Prime Minister added that the improve- 
ment in Australia’s balance of trade which had made these relaxations 
possible would also be reflected in the licensing treatment afforded 
to goods subject to administrative control. 


Australian Import Concessions for 
Souvenirs of Royal Tour 


(THE Australian Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, have 
announced that a special licensing instruction has been issued on 
the subject of Souvenirs for the forthcoming Royal Tour. 

The instruction is designed to allow limited quantities of souvenirs 
of the forthcoming Royal Tour to be imported without debit to 
importers’ quota. Admission under this provision is to be restricted 
to importers who in the base year (1950-51) were importers of the 
type of goods to which the concession relates. It is to apply only to 
goods originating in British Commonwealth countries. 

To be eligible for the concession, the following goods must bear, 
im a prominent position, some badge, insignia or other design or 
lettering of a permanent nature so as to cause the goods to be fairly 
described as souvenirs of the Royal Visit to Australia in 1954 and 
must be the kind of goods normally purchased as souvenirs :-—

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Trade with Pakistan 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported 

by telegram the text of a Press Notice issued by the Ministry of 
Commerce, Pakistan Government, on June 23, which gives details of 
arrangements for payment for supplies of capital goods from Japan 
and the United Kingdom. 


Arrangements now exist with Government of Japan and certain 
industrialists of United Kingdom whereby contracts providing for 
payment in instalments extending over a period of five years for supply 
of capital goods and machinery at prices fixed in pounds sterling may 
be made between exporters and importers as follows :— 


The exporter will be permitted to open, in a bank mutually agreed 
between exporter and importer, a non-resident rupee account into 
which the importer will deposit at the time of placing an order for 
goods an amount not less than 10 per cent. and not more than 15 
per cent. of their c.i.f. value. On proof of shipment of goods, the 
importer will deposit into the account a further sum of not less than 
25 per cent. and not more than 50 per cent. of their c.i.f. value. 
Thereafter, after checking performance, the importer will deposit 
into the account the balance due in such instalments as may be agreed 
between exporter and importer. The exporter may invest the 
amount in deposit in the account in Pakistan Government securities 
and remit in sterling, as current payment, interest earned on deposits 
in account or from investment. 


It is, however, not obligatory on an exporter to agree to opening of 
a non-resident rupee account. Where he does not do so, the importer 
will make direct payment of instalments in sterling, but whether or 
not the exporter chooses to open a non-resident rupee account, 
exchange payment for goods supplied, until their full c.i.f. value has 
been remitted, will be permitted in either case only to extent of (a) 
about 10 per cent. of the c.i.f. value of goods at time of placing orders ; 
(b) about 15 per cent. of the c.i.f. value on proof of shipment of goods ; 
(c) thereafter, the balance in approximately equal half-yearly instal- 
ments over a period of five years from date of contract. No interest 
will be charged by exporters from importers on any instalments or 
outstanding balances due as exchange payment. Notwithstanding 
payment of deposits into a non-resident rupee account liability of 
importers for c.i.f. value of goods in pounds sterling shall continue 
till exchange remittance of the full value has been made. 


If importers make arrangements with exporters in other countries 
or with other exporters in United Kingdom for export of capital 
goods and machinery on payments in instalments on the above basis, 
they will be entitled to the same facilities of importation as are accorded 
to importers under the above arrangements. Persons desiring to 
import capital goods or machinery on the above payment in instal- 
ments basis may present an application in prescribed form to Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Karachi, either personally or by 
registered post acknowledgement due, together with contracts and 
other connected documents prescribed in C.C.I. and E’s Public 
Notice No. 8 (53) 1, dated March 1, 1953. Import licences in respect 
of such applications will be issued throughout the year as and when 
applications are received. 


Pakistan Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has 

forwarded a copy of a Public Notice No. 21 (53)/I, dated June 16, 
1953, issued by the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Government of Pakistan, which states that import licences 
for the non-American Account Area issued to importers of daily 
newspapers, journals, magazines and other periodicals against applica- 
tions received in response to C.C.1.E. Public Notices No. 24 (52)/I, 
dated September 26, 1952, and No. 26 (52)/I, dated December 4, 1952, 
which were valid to June 15, 1953, are now revalidated up to their 
full (c.i.f.) value for the period June 16, 1953, to December 15, 1953. 


The revalidation, which takes the place of the issue of fresh import 
licences, will entitle the holders of the said licences automatically to 
import the daily newspapers, journals, magazines and other 
periodicals (Part IV/B-1/2 of the Import Trade Control Schedule) 
up to the full c.i.f. value indicated on the licences, for the period 
June 16, 1953, to December 15, 1953, as if fresh licences for the same 
items were issued.
